PREDICTS END OF WAR IN ONE YEAR 

Former Vietnam Ambassador 
Calls War 'Haves vs. Have-Nots’ 


"The war In Vietnam Is not just a war between Com¬ 
munism and Democracy. It Is a war between the haves and 
the have-nots.” So spoke the Honorable Tran van Dlnh, 
Washington Bureau Chief for the Saigon Post, to a student- 
faculty assembly Monday night. ‘"Ihe Communists may 
win, because of their success In mobilizing the country," he 


said. "If this Is done, the cities 
are won." 

"It Is Impossible for the 
United States to get out of Viet 
Nam,” van Dlnh continued. 
"The United States Is not sup¬ 
posed to Interfere, but If It 
didn’t the government afSouth 
Viet Nam would collapse. The 
United States cannot go back 
to the 1950s. The United States 
is there — that’s all.” The 
former Acting Ambassador 
for Viet Nam to the United 
States said that the conse¬ 
quences would be grave If the 
United States pulled out. 

Brought to the University 
through the auspices of the 
honor fraternity. Sigma Phi, 
van Dlnh discussed the prob¬ 
lems at foreign aid: "The 
more foreign aid the United 
States gives, the more the 
South Vietnamese people get 
angrier. Throughout the his¬ 
tory of Viet Nam, the Viet¬ 
namese have resisted agres¬ 
sion. The foreign aid, poorly 
used by local officials, repre¬ 
sents American interfer¬ 
ence.” He said while foreign 
aid should be a part of our 
commitment, more private 
charity Is needed as well as 
the expansion of Peace Corps 
operations. "The United 
States should demonstrate 
their concern by more strong¬ 
ly supporting free elections 
In South Viet Nam. It takes 
not only money, but know¬ 
how.” 

According to van Dlnh, 
Americans should have "less 
emotions and be more ra¬ 
tional.” He urged his audience 
"not to mix war with emo¬ 
tions.” He said many Ameri¬ 
cans did not know the society 
In Viet Nam and could not make 
accurate judgments. 

Van Dlnh said that escala-

tion was "not the best policy.”

Newspaper Fund 
Journalism Film 
Premieres Sat.

Using no professional ac¬ 
tors and produced to encour¬ 
age students to consider ca¬ 
reers In journalism, “Did you 
hear what I said T’ premieres 
Saturday, May 21, In Nash¬ 
ville where It was filmed. 

Following Frank Ritter, a 
Nashville reporter, for nine 
days, the film shows the total 
process Involved with nine re¬ 
ports written on high school 
dropouts published In the 
"Tennessean.” Produced by 
The Newspaper Fund, a foun¬ 
dation supported by the Wall 
Street Journal, the film has a 
bold approach showing a re¬ 
porter on his first big assign¬ 
ment — shadowing him step 
by step. More than 30 hours 
of film were exposed and has 
been condensed Into 33 min¬ 
utes. Picturing realistic re¬ 
porting, it will be shown 
throughout the United Slates. 

Before any of the film wa’ 
exposed, teachers and stu¬ 
dent editors were asked about 
the kind of film they wanted to 
see. They reported: “Show 
us the challenges which await 
the young reporter; let us see 
what reporting Is really like.” 
With this In mind, the film was 
made with no script, no pro¬ 
fessional actors, and no re¬ 
hearsals. 

Designed to enlighten stu¬ 
dents In senior high and col¬ 
lege, the true account shows 
probably the first filmed edi¬ 
torial conference of top edi¬ 
tors and educational consul¬ 
tants, as they thrash out policy 
for a follow-up campaign at 
editorials. 

"Did you hear what I said?’ 
Is an effort of one of the many 
fields of Journalism to attract 
young people. The lack of qual¬ 
ified journalists Is becoming 
a problem with many news¬ 
papers -- this alone encour¬ 
aging many Journalism stu¬ 
dents.

Phi Sigma Pi went to a great deal of trouble and expense 
to bring a distinguished lecturer to our campus, the first In a 
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series. There was a fine audience which contained as many 
people who were not required to attend as those who were. 

I realize that a number of those people present were not 
interested in the speech, but there was no reason for disturbing 
those people who were interested. Van Dlnh’s accent and the 
fact that the public address system was low in volume made it 
difficult to understand what was being said. This was not aided 
in the least by the persons who decided to have their own con¬ 
versations. This action was one of rude Immaturity. When one 
becomes old enough to attend college, he has long since passed 
the age where he wrote notes, giggled and read books during 
lectures. This shouldn’t happen even In high school. 

The rudest action of all was when a number of people, not 
all students, decided to leave before and during the question and 
answer period. Although a minority did this, It Is a reflection 
on the campus as a whole. 

The program was one and one half hours. Granted, the 
building was stuffy and it was tiring to sit on bleachers; how¬ 
ever, it is not impossible to do so. 

Response to this lecture will be a determining factor in the 
repetition of such, with speakers like Huntley and Brinkley and 
other well-known speakers. We always want big names on 
campus -- not just entertainers — but when we have it, some 
people just cannot sit still long enough to hear what Is said. 

This is not a case of whether or not you agree with what 
was said. Every person has his own feelings concerning what 
was said. This is a case of being polite enough to "sit still” 
-- listening not being mandatory.

Today, mass media 
molds the earth together. 
Journalism Is a fascinating 
world of wires, waves, and 
words that carries a constant 
flow of Information and enter¬ 
tainment to people. 

Journalism has eight ma¬ 
jor areas of employment; daily 
newspapers, public relations, 
advertising, magazines, 

weekly newspapers, tele¬ 
vision, radio, and the wire 
services. Employment on 
dally papers attracts the larg¬ 
est percent of graduating Jour¬ 
nalists. 

Presently the first two 
years of journalism are taught 
on campus. However, plans 
are, tentatively, to expand the 
communications curriculum 
next year.

Not stopping to wonder why 
we were so honored as to re¬ 
ceive a free copy, we cannot 
but sympathize with those who 
are faced with the necessity of 
either passing the test or losing 
their student draft deferment 
status. The vocabulary section 
alone would cause consternation 
to a Ph. D. In English. 

For example, the following 
section is made up of a few 
words from the "s” section: 
"The sanguine and scurrilous 
man, while studying sidereal 
bodies uttered the shibboleth to 
the saturnine scullion, whollved 
In a salubrious area and had not 
a scintilla of sententious, yet 
sardonic and sapient, re¬ 
marks.” In another section 
the student is asked to give an¬ 
tonyms for a number of words 
including clandestine, ohfis- 
cate, amorphous, apothegm, 
chary and abstemious. 

Not to be outdone, the word 
relation section, where one Is 
required to discover the rela¬ 
tion between the first two words 
and then find another pair which 
exhibits the same type of rela¬ 
tionship, asks the student to find 
the relationship between such 
words as chauvinist: country;

Peaceful: halcyon. 

Any person who finds him¬ 
self in the position of having to 
take this test Is welcome to look 
at our copy of Barron’s book.
